1«  Th«  objeot  at  first  appeared  to  be  a star^  but  after  a few  minutes  Bare  | 
notieed  that  its  bl’i^cwen  color  changed  in  irftenslty  from  very  bright  to  dim.  The 
object  pursued  a definite  cojrse«  v^ich  it  repeated  three  times  whllo  Sgt*  Bare  rras 
watching  it.  V/hen  the  object  was  first  sighted  it  appeared  to  be  about  20^000  cr 
30|000  feet  above  the  mountains  at  RuidosOp  New  Uexico.  It  appeared  to  have  two  co» 
tiona;'  one,  a swaying  aovenent -from  South  to  North,  the  other,  the  South  to  Jlorth  track 
of  the  route  it  was  following.  The  object  then  cliabed  almost  perpendicularly  to  the 
terrain  to  between  1(0,000  and  5^,000  feet,  and  then  descended  at  an  angle  of  25  de- 
greea,  to  ite  original  altitude.  Ihis  cycle  was  repeated  twice  for  a total  of  3 c/cles 
The  speed  of -the  object  appeared  to  be  faster  than  a jet  type  aircraft,  but  its  exact 
speed  could  not  be  precisely  estiasted.  Sgt.  Bare  could  not  estimate  the  length  of 
the  object's  various  courses,  or  the  length  of  time  that  it  remained  on  an*^  one  course, 
or  altitude.  The  color  of  the  object  was  a blue*green  while  traveling  straight  and 
level  and  then  changed  rapidly  to  a brl^t  bluisli^green  vhlle  climbing  or  descending. 
Vihile  climbing  the  objects  shape  appeared  to  be  that  of  a disc. 
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2.  The  object  was  first  slated  at  201(5  remained  under  observation  for 

about  25  minutes. 

3*  The  object  was  observed  visually  by  Sgt.  Bars  from  the  ground.  Ha  had  no 
type  of  lenses  or  glasses  for  aid. 

U.  At  the  time  of  the  observation  Sgt.  Bare  was  standing  at  the  comer  of  5th 
Street  and  Pnnneylvania  Avenue  in  Boswell,  New  Ilexioo.  The  object  was  first  sighted 
about  1(0  or  50  miles  due  west  of  Roswell  at  20,000  or  3^,000  feet  over  the  mountains 
at  Ruidoso,  New  Uexioo.

5*  T/Sgt.  Bare  Is  considered  to  be  a reliable  and  intelligeot  individual  by  his 
Squadron  Conaaander  and  immediate  supervisors.  Sgt.  Bare  has  eight  years  service  in 
the  USIP  and  is  a B-29  lialntenance  Specialist.

7.  There  was  do  known  meteorological  or  other  phenomenon  idiich  mi^t  account 
for  the  sitting.  A check  of  talker  AFB  radar  reveals  nothing  unusual  on  the  scope 
at  the  time  of  the  sighting.  It  is  unknown  whether  the  setting  was  on  the  25  or  50 
mile  scan. 
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S.  There. is  np  .phyalcal  evidence  of  the  sighting  such  as  photographs  of  the 
sighting.

On  VoadAj,  12  tUj  1952*  during  the  oerlod  20^5  - 2110  hours  ?fST*  1* 
was  sitting  In  a ear  at  the  intersection  of  Pennsylvania  Avenue  and  5th 
Street  in  Roswell^  New  Ke^deo*  As  I glanced  out  of  the  car  to  the  west 
I observed  a very,  bright  glowing  object  in  the  sky*  The  object  seen«d  to
